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TITLE 355 STATE CHEMIST OF THE STATE

Under IC 4-22-2-23, the State Chemist of the State of Indiana intends to adopt a rule concerning the following:

OVERVIEW: The rule will amend 355 IAC 5 to clarify some existing definitions and add definitions for appurtenance and mobile
container. Standardizes the use of common terms throughout the rule. Deletes prescriptive storage facility inspection schedules.
Deletes varying compliance dates that were needed for existing facilities when the rules were first promulgated. Deletes the
requirement for a duplicate discharge response plans. Deletes certain record keeping requirements. Questions concerning the
proposed rule may be directed to David Scott at (765) 494-1587, or scottde@purdue.edu, or Office of the Indiana State Chemist,
Purdue University, 1154 Biochemistry, West Lafayette, Indiana 47907-1154.
